THE INTRRNAL REVENDY TAX.]
Tur internal revenue tax is the most onerouns
to the people, the moat diffisult of collection,
and the most unsatiafnctory in its applica-
tion of amy of the means devised for raising
the money neoessary to oarry on the Govern-
ment, It falls unoqually upon diffarent
olnsson, and it opens the door for innumer-
able frauds of every description; and there
appears to be no way in which it can he
made to operate with impartiality, or yield
all that it ought to if honestly collsctod,
Not the least of the evils connected with
the imposition of this fax is the horde of
office-holders that it fastens upon tha publio,
a vory large number of whom are unable to
rosist the temptations offered them to fill
their own pockets at the expense of the Trea-
sury. To do away with all the assessors,
colleclors, and other agenta of the Inter-
nal Revenue Office wonld be a positive bonofit
to the nation. It would not only reduce the
public expenses, but it would foree the moen
who are now living upon the nation to go to
work and contribute their shave towards ad.
vancing the prosperity of the country by
laboring in a legitimate manner for their
bread and butter, It would also discourage
the great and inoreasing army of professionul
politicians, whose rapacity is now incitad by
the enormons number of fat offices in the
gift of the Government, and who would be
forcod to turn their energies into other chan-
nels if those offices were largely diminished,
Next to the total abelition of the internal
rovenue tax, the things to be desired ave its
more equal applieation and the redaction of
the force of agents now required for ils col-
lection. The Governmaont eannot afford now,
and it will not probably for many years to
come he able, to give up the revenue obtained
in this manner; and the proposition now
under consideration by the Committes of
Ways and Means, to alter the
lecting the lax, only gets over

The proposition referred to was introduced
by Mr. Getz, of Iennsylvania, upon whose
maotion the Commiftee on Ways and Means
wns instruoted to inquire into the expediency
of abolishing the offices. of colleetors, asses-
sors, and other agents, and of appropriating
the amonnt of tax required to be raised from
domestic gources among the saveral States
according to their population, This would
be a much fairer way of apportioning the tax
than the one at present in operation, but
practically we fear that it would not be fonnd
to work. It is as miuch as any of the States,
and more than a good many of them, can do
to collect their own and if obliged to
collect those of the Geuneral Government also,
it would be found to be practically impossible.
The proposition has i s advantages if it could
be carried out; but the State governments
will object very seriously to such an addi.
tional burden heing plecad upon them, not
withstanding the fact that the people are
diveetly intevested in having the tax
equally distributed and more economically
collected than it is at present, It is a serious
question as to whether this would not be
found the most sxpensive and difficult method
of collection, and whether, taking it all in all,
it would not be found a decidedly worse
method (hen the one it lll‘Up(Hf“ﬁ to improve.

THE DISTRIBUTION OF h(){ THERYN
LANDS.,
Tun greatest drawback on the prosperity of
the Southern States, and one of the main
civses of all their troubles, is the fact that
the land is mostly in the hands of a few own-
ors, and the impossibility that has hitherto
existed for small farmers to obtain possession
of their own homesteads. This state of affairs
raised np a wealthy and aristoeratic class,
who sought to rule the conntry, and who pre-
cipitated the Rebellion when they found that
they were unable to do so. Since the war,
practical men have seen clearly that the surest
way to raise the Sonthern States out of thair
present impoverished condition was to en-
courage settlers who would cultivate mode-
rala sized tracts, end constitute a class of inde-
pendent land owners, who would have incen-
tives to labor that the large planters of the
olden times lacked, 1t is particularly impor-
tant, too, that the freedmen should be fur-
nished with homestends, and enconras ged to
work upon their own ground, with the assu-
rance that they would be able to enjoy the
friits of their labor.

To further this objeot the Nutional Colorad
Labor Convention has presented o memorinl
Lo Congress, throngh Kelloy, praying
that the surveyed publie lands in Ult‘ South-
em BStates may be subdivided into tracts of
forty acres each, and that any {reedman who
shall enter upon one of such subdivisions,
and cultivate the same shall ra-
cuive o patent for it, the title to vest in the
settler and hisx heirs, nnd to be inalienable
for the period of ten yeors from the date of
entry, "They also propose that the forfeited
grants of land to railvoad companies be em-
braced in the operations of the same schome.
